WASHINGTON (AP)— The gov- 


ernment's new farm marketing 
administrator says outright con- 
trol over milk production and 
marketing is unlikely to be esta- 
blished. 


Assistant Secretary of Agricul- 


ture George L. Mehren, in his 
first major speech since taking 
office a few weeks ago, expressed 
this view at a meeting of federal 
milk market administrators in 
Colorado Springs Monday. 


"It 
seems likely," he said, 


j "that the role of government in 


I the milk industry will be some- 
where between the extreme and 
nonexistent concept of laissez 
faire and the equally extreme and 
nonexistent concept of outright 
gove-nment control." 


No Rigid Controls 


Last year the Kennedy admins- 


tration recommended legislation 
which would have given the Agri- 
culture Department power and au- 
thority to control milk sales by 
individual dairymen fcr the pur- 
pose of halting over-production 
and stabilizing prices. 


The statement by Mehren. who 


has marketing activities of the 
department under his super-vi'-ion, 
was regarded as being of con- 
siderable significance. It was in- 
terpreted by some farm groups 
and leaders as indicating the ad- 
ministration no longei is thinking 
in terms of rigid milk controls 


Mehren's views on milk could

•cossoay in the operation «f the Federal 
government in his appeal to the nation to 
put the heat on Congress for a tax cut 
But nix address was more significant for 
what he did not say than for what he said. 


The President spoke only in platitudes. 


lie promised that "no wasteful, inefficient 
or imnecesaary government activity will be 
tolerated." He stated that "we are pledged 
to « course of true fiscal responsibility, 
leading to a balanced budget in a balanced 
full employment economy." 
'. But he did not say that he would ask 
|br the withdrawal or postponement of a 
single one of the spending schemes in the 
legislative program the Administration is 
pushing. 


He said that Americans "should not be 


petty or partisan on matters such as this." 
"We are not talking politics," he declared. 


But what about the politics inherent in 


large federal spending on aid for educa- 
tion, Medicare for the aged, public works 
projects, etc.? Do these have no relation 
to the 1964 election? 


Rep. John Byrnes, who as senior Repub- 


lican on the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee has spearheaded the tight against a 
tax cut which is not accompanied by con- 
crete measures to reduce Federal spending, 
is now to be given equal radio and tele- 
vision time to present the Republican point 
of view- He makes some telling points in 
his current newsletter. 


"The bill represents a radical departure 


from accepted fiscal practices," he writes. 
"It is the first time an Administration has 
advocated borrowing money from the 
people in order to give it back in the form 
of a tax cut. The Administration is pro- 
ceeding on the basis of a thoroughly un- 
tested theory that planned deficits of large 
proportions will bring about a permanent 
increase in economic growth. In accepting 


that theory, it ignores the huge risks 
involved should its optimistic predictions 
fail to materialise. Those risks include 
inflation at home, collapse of the dollar 
abroad and an eventual economic collapse 
which would harm every American." 


"A tax cut must be sound," Rep. 


Byrnes argues. He cites the fact that Re- 
publicans cut taxes by $7 billion in 1954 
but simultaneously cut spending $9.7 bil- 
lion. In contrast he rites the fact that 
Federal spending under the 
Kennedy 


administration has increased $23 billion 
while receipts have increased only $13 < 
billion. 


Byrnes also argues that a tax cut should 


have reasonable prospects of becoming 
permanent. At a minimum the tax cut 
advocated by the President means $9 billion 
deficits for the next two -years and large 
deficits as far as anyone can see into the 
future. Under these circumstances it is 
likely Congress would be forced at a later 
date to raise taxes again. 


He points out that even under the pro- 


posed bill Federal tax rates will still be 
burdensome. "A rate reduction now should 
be but the first step in a long range pro- 
gram to bring taxes down to productive 
levels." But the only way this can be done 
is to reduce Federal spending "so that cuts 
can be made from a surplus instead of a 
deficit position." 


The New York Times reported recently 


that President Kennedy was going to put 
on the mantle of a saver instead of a 
spender because he had come to the reali- 
zation that most of the people in this coun- 
try would not accept a tax cut if it meant 
higher Federal deficits. 


His address to the nation so indicated. 


But until he spells out in detail in recom- 
mendations to Congress how he intends 
to cut spending all his pledges will be 
meaningless. 


Wisconsin's First Farm Family 


Certainly every Wisconsin Farm Family 


of the Year has been deserving of the award 
presented by the Farmers Home Adminis- 
tration. Candidates are carefully screened 
and studied and compared with each other 
as to accomplishments. But this year's 
recipient, the Ernst Volkman family, which 
lives near Birnamwood in Shawano County, 
seems especially unusual. 


Ernst Volkman and his wife did not 


have the advantage of growing up on lafms 
and thus assimilating farm know-how from 
an early age. Nor did they have relatives 
who were farmers and able to give them a 
start on equipment. But Ernst, who grew 
up in Chicago, knew that he wanted to live 
on a farm. He had no idle dreams of being 
a country gentleman. But he had the cour- 
age to pick a new kind of life. And he had 
the self-confidence, the ability to look ahead 
and plan well, and the determirotion to do 
the hard work to make his idea come true. 
And, probably of as great importance, he 
had a wife who agreed with him. 


The farm the Volkmans bought in 1948 


in an area where marginal farming is wide- 
spread had only a few acres for crops. The 
buildings 
were run-down 
and 
lacked 


modern conveniences. The purchase price 
for the 120 acres was $3,300. Today, the 
value of the farm is estimated at more 
than $50,000. Some of the additions came 
from loans from the FHA. And a great deal 
of it came from the sound planning and 
the hard work of the Volkmans. 


There are now fifty milk cows in the 


modern dairy barn built in great part from 
lumber from Volkman's woods. There are 
120 acres in grain for the cattle. Much of 
the rest is under sound forestry manage- 
ment. Additions to the house, and the con- 
struction of a garage and a farm shed also 
came from the woods. 


In these days of strikes for shorter work 


weeks, youngsters who get into trouble 
because they haven't anything else to do, 
an emphasis upon gadgets and gimmicks, 
and the apathy of waiting for something 
to be done for everyone, the Volkmans' 
pioneer spirit, like that which built the 
nation, is an inspiration. 


No Scouf s ill Nyasaland 


The announcement by the prime min- 


ister of Nyasaland that the Boy Scouts and 
Girl Guides are 
"foreign" organizations 


which do not teach African customs is a 
pretty solid indication what sort of a gov- 
ernment Nyasaland will have. 


Youth organizations, not directly con- 


trolled by the government, are one of the 
first targets of would-be totalitarian re- 
gimes. Hitler didn't tolerate them for a mo- 
ment. Neither did 
Mussolini or Stalin. 


There are neither Boy or Girl Scouts in any 
Communist countries. 


Instead, the tyrants form their own 


youth groups, dedicated not merely to pa- 
triotism but to a particular political organ- 
ization. Nazi Germany had its Hitler Youth. 
Russia has its Communist Youth Organiza- 
tion. Ghana has its Pioneer Movement, just 
one of the means of worshiping Nkrumah. 


The trouble with Boy Scouts and Girl 


Scouts is that, while they stress loyalty of 
home, country and God. they do not uphold 
the political organization in control. Nyasa- 
land's prime minister, like other aspiring 
tyrants, wants a group he can control. 


Looking Backward 
Battle Described by Menasha Man 


100 YEARS AGO 
Quoted from the Appletoo Mo- 
tor for Oct. 8, ISM. 


(The following is a letter to 


the Appleton Motor from 
the 


Rev. 0. P. Clinton. Menasha, 
chaplain of the 21st Wisconsin 
Volunteers, on the Battle 
at 


Giickamauga Creek.) 


Field Hospital, Chattanooga. 


Sept. 24. 1863 — Editor Motor: 
I wrote you from the field 2 
miles south of Chattanooga, on 
the 18th We were hoping our 
army would be able to fall back 
to our base on the Tennessee 
River without a severe contest 
with the enemy. Hitherto our 
success had been brilliant and, 
not being aware of the extent 
of the enemy's reinforcements, 
we had little occasion to anti- 
cipate trouble in concentrating 
•t Chattanooga. 


But, as y<w are already aware, 


nine miles from Chattanooga, in 
the Chickamauga valley, on the 
morning of the 19th, we struck 
the «nemy in overwhelming force 
and the most desperate battle 
of the war wa« fought. From 
10 a.m. until after dark the roar 
of cannon and musketry was al- 
mott incessant and the men on 
both tide* fell like autumn 
leave*. 


Both armitt iway«d back and 


itrth to akmto charges and 


, aflorttaf DOt lUfht op- 


portunity to carry off the wound- 
ed without coming between two 
fires or being mrshed between 
powerful charging columns. 


At night-fall the enemy held 


a large portion 
of the 
field 


where the slaughter had 
been 


most severe, and we could ob- 
tain but comparatively few of 
our dead. 


About 9 o'clock the morning 


of the 20th. the battle opened 
with increased vigor and desper- 
ation, the enemy making the at- 
tack. The attack was general 
through the whole length of our 
lines, some five or six miles. 


The ground was rolling, spar- 


sely timbered with oak, pine 
and chestnut, with occasional 
thickets of small growth and 
cultivated fields both large and 
small. Such was the nature of 
the country and timber that th« 
most terrific hand-to-hand fights 
occurred. Overcome by the vast- 
ly superior numbers, our men 
fell back to within six or seven 
miles of Chattanooga. 


On the 21st there was no gen- 


eral engagement, our army oo 
cupying its position. During the 
night we fell back upon Chat, 
tanooga, where we expect to 
hold. The position is being well 
fortified. 


So many of our dead and 


wounded were left on the fi«M 


that we cannot form a correct 
estimate of our loss, but it is 
very great and painful to con- 
template. Some regiments 
are 


reduced to lers than 100 men, 
all told. That we were obliged 
to leave so many of our dead 
and .wounded in the hands of 
the enemy is extremely sad. 


Dr. James T. Reeve and Dr. 


Dixon were left iri one of the 
hospitals the rebels took and 
they will do everything in their 
power for our 
poor 
suffering 


men, and I have no doubt their 
presence and aid will be a great 
blessing to them.

Redundant Expression

A reader has suggested that I 


incorporate in my next "preju- 
dices"

about the use 
of the phrase 
"True facts." 
He insists, and 
properly, that 
this redundan- 
cy is a com- 
m o n 
error, 


since anything 
that is really a 
fact has to be 
"true." 


Grammatically speaking, he is 


correct. We use many redundan- 
cies in speech and writing: some 
of them come out of ignorance 
or slopiness or the felt need 
for emphasis. A few, like "true 
facts," can be defended. 


Why does anyone say he wants 


the "true facts" instead of mere 
ly "the facts"? What he means, 
I think, is that he wants more 
than the facts — he wants the 
t r u e 
significance 
underlying 


them. 


We all know how master pro- 


pagandists, orators, 
politicians 


and special pleaders can take 
facts (all of them true in thorn- 
selves) and glue them together 
to give a totally false picture of 
a situation. 


Ail of us, at times, have been 


overwhelmed 
in conversations 


with persons who seem to have 
all the facts about a particular 
problem in their possession. They 
ci;n rattle them off glibly: and 
yet their position and conclusions 
do not satisfy us. 


This is because facts do not 


satisfy us. We are often in the 
strange 
position of believing 


them to be true and false at the 
s<-;me time: they may be true in 
a physical sence, but false in 
their implication5 or in the values 
they seem 10 carry. 


It is a fact, for instance, that 


Lincoln suffered f r o m involu- 
tional melancholia and some- 
times contemplated s u i c i d e . 
What can we do with such a 
fact? 


His political enemies might 


use it to indict his sanity or 
si ability, but we rightly reject 
this indictment because it tells 
us little about his true character. 
And adding up all the facts 
about an individual still does not 
give us the essence of his per- 
sonality. 


Grammarians may sneer at the 


phrase, "true facts," but this is 
only because they are not psy- 
chologists, and fail to see be- 
neath the words into a deep 
human hunger for value and 
meaning and perspective. In the 
end, 
nobody is more deluded 


and defeated than the man who 
builds his life on facts.
